BRAVO, CALIFORNIA. 

HROUGHOUT the world there is a keen sec- 

tional rivalry in many human activities, and 
it is most pronounced in sports. The people of 
Kentucky, for instance, have long been proud 
of the Thoroughbred horses sent out from her 
blue grass pastures to contest in races at all 
points in North America, and on occasion they 
enthusiastically express their elation, vocally or 
on the written and printed page. So also are the 
people of other states and other sections of the 
country elated when horses they have bred them- 
selves defeat the horses from Kentucky and else- 
where. Thus it gives zest to breeding and rac- 
ing—arouses, enlivens and fosters interest essen- 
tial to continuity and success. 


At the moment there is cheering in California 
over the success at Agua Caliente and at Tan- 
foran of 2-year-olds bred in that sunny land and 
in other states west of the Rocky Mountains. 
Floyd McKenney, one of the cfficials of the Pa- 
cific Coast Breeders’ Association meeting at Tan- 
foran, keeps statistics on the performances of 
Pacific Coast juveniles, and it is he who furnishes 
the tinder to fire the enthusiasm of the folks on 
the great slope over the success of their horses. 


After the first nine days at Tanforan, Mr. Mc- 
Kenney, with justifiable pride, announced: 
“Those who have the best interests of the West- 
ern Turf at heart have cause to feel highly elated. 
Home-bred 2-year-olds control the situation. They 
have driven the Eastern invaders to cover. Sixty- 
nine juvenile races were run at Agua Caliente. 
Forty-eight of these went to Western-bred colts 
and fillies. In nine days at Tanforan, four out 
of six 2-year-old victors were California-bred, 
making a grand total of 75 races and 52 Western 
baby winners.” 

Bringing such facts to the attention of Cali- 
fornians generally will do more than anything 
we know of to hasten the day when there shall 
be a return of racing and breeding to its former 
great station in the Golden State. If they should 
now send some of those youngsters across the 
mountains to triumph in competition with the 
stellar youngsters from New York, Maryland, 
Kentucky and Illinois stables, interest in Cali- 
fornia would be heightened greatly.

WISE COUNT. 


Y consensus of the writers and horsemen in 

Maryland, the best 2-year-old development 
of the early season there is Wise Count, a bay 
colt by Wise Counsellor—Grace Troxler, by Tea 
Caddy. He has made two starts and won both 
times, the first time easily, without being out of 
a pull at any time. In his second race, run 
Tuesday, April 14, he overcame difficulty to beat 
General Advance, an Our General filly, by a head. 
He was obliged to come through a narrow open- 
ing, with his jockey at a disadvantage and unable 
to use his whip effectively, but finished like a 
good colt. He will in all probability be favorite 
for the Aberdeen stakes, run Wednesday of this 
week at Havre de Grace. 


Wise Count was bred and is owned by Felix 
Spatola, Philadelphia produce merchant. Mr. 
Spatola has bred but two horses, Kentucky Boy 
and Wise Count, both from Grace Troxler, a 
mare which was a winner of four races at two 
and three and was half-sister to two stakes win- 
ners. He says that Wise Count is not for sale 
and will carry the Spatola colors as long as he 
races. Mr. Spatola, his wife, and their six chil- 
dren are all horse lovers. 


If Wise Count turns out to be a colt of some 
class, it will constitute, for the breeder, another 
interesting item in the curious history of what is 
commonly known as “Hanover blood.” At Agua 
Caliente last winter the leading 2-year-old de- 
velopment was Nevada Queen, inbred to Hanover. 
She was by a son of Handout out of a daughter 
of Handout, and Handout was a grandson of 
Hanover. Now comes Wise Count with another 
pedigree which shows that noted horse on both 
sides. His sire, Wise Counsellor, is a tail male 
descendant of Hanover, and his dam, Grace 
Troxler, is by Tea Caddy, which is by *Rock 
Sand—Tea’s Over, by Hanover. One should not 
jump at the conclusion, of course, but many .a 
breeder will be struck with the idea that inbreed- 
ing to Hanover is the surest way to breed good 
horses from the stock. Perhaps it is. 

At any rate, breeders should note and attempt 
to take advantage of one phenomenon in con- 
nection with the Hanover line. We refer to its 
unusual faculty of breaking out in the form of a 
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high class horse even after it has been obscured 
by generations of mediocre ancestry. Old Virgil 
himself, progenitor of the line, was a teaser at 
one time and pulled a buggy in Tennessee. But 
he got Hindoo, and Hindoo got Hanover. Wise 
Counsellor’s sire, Mentor, was an obscure grand- 
son of Hanover. For two generations of horses 
the tail male line of Hanover had been sub- 
merged when Wise Counsellor appeared and 
showed himself one of the fastest horses in the 
country. Even more unusual is the arrival from 
a Nevada farm of Nevada Queen, whose im- 
mediate ancestors were virtually unheard of until 
the filly revealed her own electric speed. Such 
facts are indications that there is in the blood of 
Virgil and his descendants a strange potency 
whose secret has not yet been mastered by Thor- 
oughbred producers and whose manifestations 
have been largely the result of inadvertence. 


Wise Counsellor’s good showing as a _ stock 
horse has been made in the face of the fact that 
he has been bred mostly to mares whose cre- 
dentials were moderate, at best. The good races 
of his get will naturally tend to bring a higher 
class of mares to his court. It is to be hoped 
that he is given full opportunity within the next 
few years. There are 29 registered foals of 1929 
(less one which died) by Wise Counsellor eligible 
for this year’s 2-year-old racing. It is by far 
his largest crop. 


Before we close, there should be dropped in a 
warning. There is enough sprinting stock in 
America. Returning Hanover to Hanover is 
likely to produce speed, but there have been no 
recent indications that it will produce stamina. 
Breeding Wise Counsellor to “sprinting-bred” 
mares will intensify speed. The horse needs a 
chance with mares that will give his offspring 
more stamina than Wise Counsellor himself is 
likely to impart to them. 


“BILLY” GILPIN. 

ILLIAM B. GILPIN, who contributes oc- 

casional notes and short articles to THE 
BLoop-HorRsE, is a veteran horseman and is 
widely known in Eastern racing circles. In his 
youth he was noted as a rider of cross country 
horses, both in England and America, and later 
he was a successful trainer. His first employ- 
ment as a trainer was for Mrs. George Lorillard 
for whom he handled a string of jumpers. Next 
he trained both flat racers and jumpers for 
Horace Theobald. His third and last employer 
as a trainer was J. W. Colt. After his service 
with Mr. Colt was ended Mr. Gilpin turned his 
attention to writing and for a number of years 
he was daily in the press box at the Eastern race 
courses. Later he entered the employ of the 
associations holding race meetings under the 
rules of The Jockey Club and is now, as he has 
been for several years, in charge of the jockey

board. He long has been recognized as an au- 
thority on the racing of his day and is frequently 
consulted by the men who have taken his place 
in the press stand. Mr. Gilpin was the leading 
steeplechase rider in Great Britain in the year 
1883. He came to America a couple of years 
afterward. Mr. Colt is still a patron of racing, 
but is not racing horses these days. He visits 
the courses in the East quite regularly and often 
has chats with his old trainer, “Billy’’ Gilpin. 
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KENSHUN 
RACING IN JAPAN 


OMO ICHIJO, of Morioka, Iwateken, Japan, 

arrived in Lexington last Thursday to spend 
some three or four months. For a number of vears 
Mr. Ichijo, now a member of the council in his 
home town and a breeder and importer of Thor- 
oughbred horses, was employed by the late James 
B. Haggin at his Elmendorf Farm near Lexington, 
and he is well acquainted in the Blue Grass sec- 
tion of the state. His mission this time, as it was 
on his last two visits, is to buy Thoroughbreds 
for breeding purposes in his country. 

“T intend to take my time.and make thorough 
selections,”’ said Mr. Ichijo. ‘The stock hereto- 
fore taken from Kentucky to Japan has done 
well and shows up good in comparison with stock 
brought into our country from England and Aus- 
tralia. The sport of racing is already popular 
and gaining in popularity with our people.” 

When Mr. Ichijo visited THE BLOOD-HORSE of- 
fice he was accompanied by Basil Duke Mc- 
Manus, who recently returned from his second 
trip with horses to Japan for the account of 
Zensuke Yoshida, and who brought THE BLOOD- 
HORSE the pictures shown on this page. “The 
principal courses in Japan,” said Mr. McManus, 
“are at Tokio, Yokohama, Kobe and Osaka. The 
meetings there are of 16 days duration, Sunday 
being the principal racing day. At Sopporo and

many other smaller places there are meetings of 
eight days, opening and closing on Sundays. 

“The horses I saw in training in Japan are 
quite representative of the progress that has been 
made in breeding in that country, and they com- 
pare favorably in appearance with horses of 
other countries. Japanese race courses are 
thoroughly up to date and they keep them that 
way. The course at Tokio is to be dismantled on 
account of the necessity for the land for city 
extension and a new and finer course is to be ar- 
ranged at another place. In the picture showing 
the race at Tokio, where they run the reverse 
way of the course from the American custom, 
as they do also in England, only one-third of the 
grandstand is shown. The picture of the plant 
at Yokohama gives a fine idea of the modern 
equipment and good attendance. 

“The picture of Hakusho and Kenshun show 
what horses bred in Japan are like. Hakusho, by 
a Japanese sire and out of Japanese dam, won 
17 races up to 214 miles in 4:34, carrying 137 
pounds, and is now retired to the stud at the 


‘Royal Farm. His owner is the Emperor of Japan. 


Kenshun, whose sire and dam also were bred in 
Japan, is owned by Y. Ishikawa, president of a 
firm of custom house brokers with offices at 
Yokohama and other cities. Kenshun won six 
races last year up to 2 miles, carrying 141 pounds, 
of which 31 pounds was dead weight. The own- 
er is shown holding Kenshun. Jockey Shimizu, 
who was an apprentice in England, is up.” 


A FINISH AT TOKIO 
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ODDS AND ENDS

he begins to appear that Equipoise still is Equi- 
poise, taking a line through his fine exhibi- 
tion of dazzling speed under stout restraint on 
the occasion of his first outing. It is true that 
there was nothing much behind him except the 
improved Panetian, but he was conceding large 
chunks of weight to everything in his wake in the 
six furlongs of the Glen Oaks Purse. 

According to the description of the race put 
on the wire by those scribblers covering the ef- 
fort, Equipoise was in fine physical condition 
(Att’n Associated Press), wore heavy bandages 
behind, was nervous at the barrier, under wraps 
all the way, and won in 1:11 3-5 with Robertson 
looking back throughout the final eighth. 

What looks to be excellent likenesses of the 
horse, taken on the occasion of his first essay of 
the 1931 season, show that he has lengthened out 
a bit over the winter months. The outstanding 
feature of his makeup, physically, still is his 
great depth of heart and fine withers. For one 
of his inches it is remarkable how much heart 
and lung room he has. But then his mother, 
too, was a little filly with great girth. It is a 
family of little horses, tough, game, durable and 
the general run of them stay very well. I 
shouldn’t be surprised if Equipoise girthed more 
than any of the top quartet of 3-year-old pros- 
pects, and he is the smallest of the group. 

Henry V. King, Turf editor of The New York 
Sun, recently quoted Trainer Freddy Hopkins as 
follows: ‘Barring accident or illness, I am confi- 
dent he will be at his best for the Preakness. 
The recent rain and heavy track hasn’t inter- 
fered with Equipoise’s training. He is a colt 
which will work well in any kind of going. When 
I gave him long, slow trials instead of short, 
swift ones when the track was heavy and unsafe 
for speed, he thrived just as if he had been work- 
ing according to a railroad schedule. He is a 
mice colt and an honest one. He’s not a Sunday 
horse. He doesn’t need conditions made to order 
for him. He will do his best every time he is 
asked to and he doesn’t want any babying or 
pampering.” 

Hopkins, it is understood, has turned all the 
remainder of his charges over to Healey, trainer 
of the first division of the stable, and will devote 
his entire time to training of the champion 2- 
year-old of 1930. Former Jockey Harry Shillick 
pilots the colt in his morning activities. Jockeys 
Robertson and Workman are said to have agreed 
to split their fees for riding the colt. : 

From the last accounts, Workman still thinks 
he will be riding before the termination of the 
Havre de Grace meet, but it would be ill-advised 
to rush himself. Again he should be in perfect 
condition before piloting Equipoise. Robertson is 
riding in good form this spring and the manner 
in which he handled the colt the other day 
couldn’t have been improved upon.

F present plans do not miscarry, Jockey 

George Ellis will have the mount on Mate in his 
Preakness and Kentucky Derky engagements in 
the event that his contract employer, William 
Zeigler, Jr., doesn’t have representation in these 
races. It seems a bit unlikely that one of the 
Zeigler-named candidates will be among the start- 
‘ers in either race. Ellis is a corking good rider 
and “Big Jim’ Healy has Mate training in grand 
style for his early spring engagements. Just now 
this son of that worthy sire, Prince Pal, looms 


as more of a threat than Twenty Grand, which 
is said to be rather backward in his training, and 
a doubtful starter in the Preakness.

R. W. S. KILMER’S almanac, a weather fore- 
caster that many persons profess great faith 
in, predicts that there will be fair weather for 
the Preakness and rain for the Derby at Churchill 
Downs. Maybe the doctor tipped off the com- 
pilers of his almanac that it generally rains on 
Derby Day at Churchill Downs. At any rate, 
they do say that the Swamp Root King’s guesses 
rarely miss.

OCKEY STEVE O’DONNELL, one of the fore- 
most pilots in the country, is at Churchill 
Downs where he is assisting Charles E. Durnell 
in the training of Insco, Griffin Watkins’ Ken- 
tucky Derby hopeful. One thing I have noticed 
of Steve’s work on Insco is that he rates the son 
of *Sir Gallahad III perfectly. About the only 
lad working horses in these parts who approaches 
Steve in this department is Raymond Hayden, an 
exercise boy in the employ of W. D. (Butch) 
Covington. Hayden’s accuracy is uncanny. 

Mr. Durnell tells me that he has decided against 
sending Insco out for the Preakness. The colt 
is training perfectly for the races, as also are 
Pittsburgher and Sweep All, two others of the 
Kentucky condidates to the leading stakes for 
the 3-year-old division. 

Dissenters to the remarks made in these col- 
umns some weeks ago concerning the handicaps, 
other than weight, a favorite races under, may 
be interested in knowing that O’Donnell and Dur- 
nell passed the same observations to this writer 
the other day. 

There isn’t one jockey in a hundred who doesn’t. 
become more or less disconcerted when he is 
given the leg up on a raging favorite, and the 
more important the race, the more he feels this 
responsibility. And there are few boys who 
aren’t instinctively on the alert for the favorite 
al! during a contest. They know the choice is 
“the one to beat.” It generally resolves into a 
case of the field against the favorite, and every 
man for himself, 

* * * 

HE two smartest baby racers developed in 

Maryland racing to date are Wise Count and 
Portam, with the balance in favor of Wise Count, 
winner of the Harwood Purse on the second day 
of the Havre de Grace meeting. Wise Count is 
another of those good Wise Counsellors. This 
young sire is rapidly taking his place in the sun. 
Last year he gave his doubters something to pon- 
der over in their spare time by sending out 
Martha Jones and Rusty, and this year he bids 
fair to eclipse his standing of last. It is said 
that Clarence Buxton is training a good son of 
Wise Counsellor, named Under Cover. Here at 
Churchill Downs is a nominee to the next Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes named Wise Talk 
which apparently is cut out for a real racehorse. 
Wise Talk is the property of the justly popular 
Col. W. E. Smith, a member of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, and he has another 
of the get of the head of affairs at Silver Lake 
Farm, a yearling chestnut colt, out of Kitty 
Yansen, that has been much admired by horse- 
men who have seen him in his paddock at Doug- 
las Park.

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SUN BEAU’S FAMILY 


ROM W. J. Carter, of Richmond, Va., THE 

BLOOD-HORSE has received certain notes on 
the female lineage of Sun Beau, the horse which 
just now appears most likely to displace Gallant 
Fox as the world’s leading money winner. It is 
one of the most interesting families in the Ameri- 
can Stud Book, going back through Lady Mar- 
garet, Lady Blessington and Flirtilla to the Cub 
mare imported in 1762, thence back to the Lay- 
ton Barb mare, No. 4 family. Maggie B. B. 
founded another branch of this famous female 
dynasty. Through many generations the family 
has been the source of high class horses. Its 
prepotence, however, rarely passes over into the 
male line. A few years ago, it will be remem- 
bered, Mad Hatter was considered an unpromis- 
ing sire prospect, because of the fact that no great 
sires had come from the Lady Blessington 
branch. Mad Hatter, however, has shown con- 
siderable ability to get good horses. Sires from 
the family—for instance, Thormanby, Kisber, 
Iroquois, Wenlock, Uncle—have earned their chief 
fame by the broodmares they sired. Whisk 
Broom II is its most successful sire of recent 
years. The family provides a remarkable in- 
stance of hereditary power descending through 
its female members. It is one of the strongest 
arguments which can be adduced against those 
who maintain the dominating influence of the 
male. The exceptions, Whisk Broom TI and Mad 
Hatter, which have proved sires of high class 
horses, indicate that the only way to secure a 
good stallion from the No. 4 family is to breed 
one of its good mares to a stallion of marked 
prepotence. Broomstick, of the stout *Bonnie 
Scotland line, sired Whisk Broom II. Fair Play, 
scion of another powerful line, that of *Austra- 
lian, got Mad Hatter. 


All of which is rather foreign to Mr. Carter’s 
interesting compilation, in which note the in- 
breeding to Sir Archy through Flirtilla, Flirtilla 
Jr. and Philo. The notes are published as re- 
ceived:

N the course of a letter in which he expresses 

appreciation of the list, recently published in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, of dams of winners of $100,- 
000, W. J. Carter, secretary of the Virginia 
Horse Breeders Association, calls attention to 
the fact that: ‘In stud advertisements of Petee- 
Wrack appearing in The Thoroughbred Record 
and The Racing Calendar, the son of *Wrack is 
credited with $115,925, whereas he is listed in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE with $1,010 short of the goal.” 
The record of Petee-Wrack and his earnings have 
been carefully checked in our office, and the total 
amount of money earned by him is $98,990, the 
figure which is given also in The American Rac- 
ing Manual. Thus Marguerite, the dam of Petee- 
Wrack, has only one foal in the list of $100,000 
winners, namely Gallant Fox, the world’s leading 
money-winner. 

Mr. Carter reports that his friend James Cox, 
brother to the “Mr. Fairie” of the English Turf 
jand for many years a friend of the late John E, 
‘Madden, has returned to Richmond after winter- 
ing in the South. “My English friend,” writes 
Mr. Carter, “is a student of equine history, fol- 
lowed since he saw the Emperor Stockwell in 
1870. He likes a trotter, too, as did his friend, 
John E. Madden, with whom Christmas dinners 
were eaten for more than 30 vears. My work is 
all with runners, but love of the trotter lingers. 
An old bird myself—70—I was thrilled by the 
victory of Algerine, Virginia-bred son of Abd- 
El-Kader and Nina, in the Belmont of 1876. 
Then I was 15, and much water has flowed under 
the bridge since.’

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THE STORY OF HIGH TIME 


By J. A. ESTEs. 


ORTY years ago Charles Reed landed in New 

York with $94,000, borrowed $6,000 from a 
friend, and bid the $100,000 on *St. Blaise at 
William Easton’s dispersal sale of the Thorough- 
bred holdings of the elder August Belmont. Mr. 
Reed’s bid did what he expected, it hushed up all 
competitive bidding. “I earthquaked ’em, that’s 
all; just earthquaked ’em,” he explained. 


When Mr. Reed did his earthquaking he estab- 
lished a record which was not equalled until the 
younger August Belmont’s Nursery Stud was 
dispersed at Lexington in 1925. On that occasion 
Joseph E. Widener’s bid of $100,000 purchased 
Fair Play, after Walter J. Salmon had keenly 
contested for the noted son of Hastings. 


Higher prices have been paid for Thorough- 
breds in America, but no higher price than 
$100,000 has ever been bid in an auction ring. 

The record, however, is in danger. At the dis- 
persal of the Himyar Stud of Col. Phil T. Chinn 
at Lexington, May 14, High Time will be sold. 
High Time is the most valuable stallion offered 
at auction since the sale of Fair Play. And High 
Time is five years younger now than Fair Play 
was when he was sold. There will be no “earth- 
quaking” if he brings $100,000. There would be 
more surprise if he should bring less than that 
figure. 

The story of High Time is a tale typical of the 
Turf. At one time in his career he was con- 
sidered so worthless that when his owner, Ad- 
miral C. T. Grayson, attempted to sell him for 
a small sum to a Virginia breeder, the latter is 
said to have answered that he wouldn’t give the 
horse a stall even if Admiral Grayson would pay 
the rent. Since then High Time has become one 
of the most famous sires in the country. 

High Time, chestnut son of Ultimus, from 
Noonday, by Domino, was foaled May 1, 1916, at 
the Wickliffe Stud of Corrigan & McKinney 


at Lexington. Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield, 
manager of the stud, was responsible for the 
mating which produced him. He represented the 
point of greatest intensification in a series of in- 
breeding ventures which already had the experts 
of Thoroughbred production waging endless dis- 
putes. Domino, his great-grandsire, was inbred 
to Lexington, and Ultimus, sire of High Time, 
had two close-up crosses of Domino. Ultimus 
was by a son of Domino, out of a daughter of 
Domino. The dam of High Time was Noonday, 
a daughter of Domino, so that the name of 
Domino occurs three times close up in the pedi- 
gree of High Time. On a percentage basis, the 
blood of Domino constitutes 50 per cent of the 
heritage of High Time. No other successful 
stallion in the history of the Thoroughbred was 
so intensely inbred. 


The Wickliffe stud was dispersed January 15, 
1918, and the 2-year-old High Time fell to the 
bid of Henry A. Porter, then an Oklahoma oil 
man, for $8,500. As a racer he was no great 
success. In his one winning race, the Hudson 
Stakes, he set a track record of :58 2-5 for five 
furlongs at Aqueduct. He finished third in one 
other race at two and was transferred to Samuel 
Ross, of Washington, in whose colors he made one 
start as a 3-year-old. A virulent disease was 
then discovered in his throat, so far advanced 
that it was deemed inadvisable to continue his 
training and he was retired to the stud in the 
spring of 1920. 

As a stock horse High Time at first went 
begging. Breeders shied away from such rank 
inbreeding and even the men who shared owner- 
ship in him were too careful to send good mares 
to him. After some failures to place him, he 
was turned over to Miss Daingerfield, who stood 
him at her Haylands farm in Fayette County, 
Ky., for the first three years of his. service. 
The first year he stood free, and his book was 
hard to fill at that. Miss Daingerfield was the 
one person who held confidence in him all through 
his career. Co!'one!l Chinn became an advocate of

High Time when he saw his first crop of foals, 
and all of them he could lay hands on he pur- 
chased and developed. In 1923 Admiral Grayson, 
who then owned the horse, entered into an 
agreement with Colonel Chinn by which he trans- 
ferred half-interest in the horse to the Kentucky 
breeder. Colonel Chinn transferred a quarter 
interest to Senator Joseph W. Bailey, of Texas, 
and High Time was moved to Senator Bailey’s 
Donegal Stud at Lexington. After Sarazen 
showed his high class, Colonel Chinn bought out 
his two partners and became sole owner of High 
Time. Since then several changes in his owner- 
ship have occurred, Colonel Chinn always holding 
the major portion. The present owners are 
Colonel Chinn, three-quarters; estate of Samuel 
Ross, one-eighth; Charles T. Fisher, one-eighth. 

High Time’s first get arrived in 1921 and be- 
gan racing in 1923. Among them was Sarazen, 
a race horse great enough to seal High Time’s 
fame as a sire. After Sarazen came a long pro- 
cession of good horses, including High Strung, 
Double Heart, Calf Roper, Sarazen II, Adolphus, 
Aquaplane, Prince of Wales, Happy Time, Wis- 
dom, Reveries Gal, Dinner Dance, and Click. He 
is a prolific horse and every year sends a numer- 
ous crop of 2-year-olds to the races, and since 
his sons and daughters are precocious and 
marked with high speed, he stands every year 
among the leading sires of 2-year-old winners. 
His sons and daughters had won 605 races and 
$1,098,298 up to the close of 1930. In 1928 he 
was the leading American sire, his get winning 
109 races and $307,631. 


The chief value of High Time in the eyes of 
those who will bid for him in the auction ring at 
the Old Hickory Farm of Colonel Chinn the day 
before the Kentucky Derby lies in the fact that 
his yearlings have consistently brought high 
prices. His first yearlings were on the market in 
1922, and were sold at low figures, which was 
to have been expected, in view of High Time’s 
unencouraging racing career. 

But after Sarazen and seven others of his first 
crop of 2-year-olds had won, the demand for 
High Time stock picked up. Since 1924 there 
have been 61 High Time yearlings sold at public 
auction in the United States, an average of about 
nine a year, and they have brought an average 
price of $8,060.60, according to figures furnished 
by the statistical department of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, of New York, of which E. J. Tranter 
is president and under whose direction the 
Himyar dispersal will be held. The following 
table of the sales by auction of High Time year- 
lings during the last seven years will indicate 
something of the value of the horse:

These yearling sales do not, of course, repre- 
sent the full value of High Time, as there are 
numerous other colts and fillies by him which 
never came to the sales ring. He is one of the 
most prolific sires in the American Stud Book. 
His registered foals of seven years, 1923 to 1929 
(yearlings of 1924 to 1930), totaled 158, so that 
less than 40 per cent of his get were sold at auc- 


tion. Furthermore his daughters already give high 
promise of making great broodmares. As an in- 
vestment there appears to be no way to value 
him at less than $100,000. If he brings less than 
that next month, the difference can be charged 
up to hard times. 

As these last lines were written there came 
from Henry McDaniel at Belmont Park a letter 
in which he said: “Mr. Widener’s horses are 
doing nicely so far. W. R. Coe has a High Time 
colt that really can run. W. J. Salmon has a 
good one by Mad Hatter; George Odom a 
good one by Sun Flag, and Max Hirsch a good 
one by the same sire.” 


ENGLAND’S OLDEST JOCKEY. 


Activity on the Turf has kept many a man 
alive when he might have died in an office. And 
racing is marked, more than any other sport, by 
veterans who are still alive and vigorous even 
though they are well past 50 years of age. Tom 
Cheek’s death, at the age of 103, more or less, 
two years ago took away America’s most pic- 
turesque example of long life on the Turf. Eng- 
land, however, still has John Faulkner, the oldest 
living jockey, who has the further distinction of 
being the father of 32 children. He was 103 years 
old on March 12. He lives in a cottage in Berk- 
shire where he trained and rode horses eighty 
years ago. The Star (London) recently carried 
the following notes concerning him: 


Now and again he may be seen in his garden potter- 
ing about in a trimly cut black-tail coat and bowler hat. 
He is a little man, with very bright eyes, Dundreary 
whiskers, surprising vitality, and a face which the long 
passage of years has left astonishingly round and un- 
wrinkled. 

John is a philosopher. “I cannot expect to be here 
much longer,” he said to a reporter, “but I’m worried 
about the missus. She’s been middlin’ poorly the last 
two months, and now she’s had to keep to bed. Poor 
liddle gal.” 

John has only one serious disability—he is very deaf, 
and it is only when a word is heard and understood that 
he pours out a flood of memories. 

“T was racing in the ‘fifties,’ he said, with a trium- 
phant chuckle. ‘‘I rode Dusty Miller in the Cesarewitch 
in 1856, and just missed a place. 

“But I remember best when I rode Rip Van Winkle, 
the horse owned by Palmer, the poisoner. None of us 
thought what a man he was—he used to tell me how to 
ride Rip Van Winkle. And then he poisoned Cook, at 
Shrewsbury, I think it was—do you remember? No, of 
course you don’t. But I met Cook. To think that I 
rode Palmer's horses!” 

He was silent until a shouted question roused him 
once more. 

“No, I don’t get out much now. I get up most morn- 
ings at eight or thereabouts, but ’tis too cold to leave 
the house. But I’m feeling fine.” 

Old John went on: “I’ve told you I was racing in 
the fifties. I rode in the Cesarewitch then. Those were 
the days when jockeys rode like men—now they ride 
standing in the stirrups and crouching like monkeys. 
You can’t ride a horse with your arms and legs round 
his neck. There's nothing like sitting well back—like 
we did in the old days.” 

John has never had a bet in his life. 

“Betting never appeared to me. I never knew any- 
one to make any money by it, though I have known 
hundreds who have lost. Give me a horse and I'll ride 
ee he ridden in every kind of race there is—but bet 

won't.” 

John’s “poor liddle gal” is his second wife. He 
chuckled when an inquiry was made about his family. 

“Thirty-two children I’ve had, born and christened, 
and most of them have taken after me. They are all 
fond of horses and work among them.” 

John’s eldest child is 70, and his youngest 29. One 
son lives with him.

METROPOLITAN SEASON OPENS. 


NE day of racing at Aqueduct under the aus- 

pices of the United Hunts Racing Associa- 
tion April 16 and the first day of the Jamaica 
meeting April 18 opened the New York season. 
Fair weather helped on both occasions. The 
Hunts program filled well. The former J. N. 
Camden racer, Sydney, now turned jumper, car- 
ried the colors of Mrs. T. W. Durant in the first 
race, a mile and a half hurdle test, and beat 15 
others. G. H. (Pete) Bostwick rode two winners, 
Mrs. F. A. Clark’s Crumpler and the Dorwood 
Stable’s Kiang. Mokatam carried the Rancocas 
colors to victory in the Initial Handicap. Big 
fields prevailed at Jamaica’s opening day. Six- 
teen went to the post in each of the first two 
races, 19 in the third, and 15 in the fifth. Ten 
were in the Paumonok Handicap renewal, won by 
*Protractor, one of the most profitable of recent 
importations from England. 


*PROTRACTOR BEST IN PAUMONOK. 


The twenty-second running of the Paumonok 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six 
furlongs), for years the stakes race which has 
marked the opening of the regular New York 
season, fell easily to L. Perry’s *Protractor (100), 
an English gelding imported two years ago. 
Jockey S. Hebert brought the winner to the lead 
when he pleased and won by three lengths from 
W. R. Coe’s Maya (114), which had only a head 
advantage over Rudolph Spreckels’ Judge Schill- 
ing (123) for second money. The also-rans were 
Grattan (115), Commuter (106), Condescend 
(10814), the favorite Chestnut Oak (126), Sir 
Johren (100), Sarazen II (116), Caruso (120).

*Protractor sold for $2,500 as a yearling at 
Doncaster, and ran at two and three in England, 
winning one race and finishing second five times 
and third twice in 16 starts.

Unsoundness has kept 
the colt from greater exploits than he has to 
his credit. To date he has started 16 times, won 
seven races, finished second five times and third 
once, earning $48,620. At two he won the Keene 
Memorial, Whirl and East View and was second 
in the Colorado, Tremont and Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes. At three he won the New Rochelle and 
Prince Georges Handicap (Autumn), was second 
in the Scarsdale and third in the Thanksgiving 
(Bowie) Handicap. Mokatam is half-brother to 
the winner Leucite, the first foal of Katrina. 
Katrina herself never raced. Passing Shower 
won the Spinaway Stakes and was the dam of the 
winner Plough Boy. She was half-sister to 
Laurano (Metropolitan Handicap), Edward 
(Flash, Grand Union Hotel Stakes and winner 
in England), and Lady Winifred (Criterion and 
Zephyr Stakes, dam of three winners, and 
grandam of the stakes winner H. T. Waters). 
Passan produced six winners and was a daughter 
of the great broodmare *Pastorella, dam of 
Colin. 


MORE STEEPLECHASE RACING. 


The Queens County Jockey Club, recognizing 
the advancing popularity of jumping races, has 
scheduled a total of 15 infield events to be run 
during the 23 days of the spring meeting at Aque- 
duct. Two new feature events for amateur riders 
are on the schedule. The 15 jumping races in- 
clude six regular steeplechases over the two-mile 
course; the Hempstead Plains, for hunters 5 
years old and upward, two and one-half miles, 
and four stakes races, the Wheatley, Winfield, 
Bayside and Glendale Handicaps. 


ARTHUR, JUNIOR, UNDER THE KNIFE. 


Arthur Boyd Hancock, Jr., son of the master 
of Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., a student at Prince- 
ton, underwent an operation for appendicitis at 
Roosevelt Hospital, New York, April 13. His 
mother and sister are with him.

A GREAT CROWD AT HAVRE. 


STIMATES of the crowd which saw Sun Beau 

win the Philadelphia Handicap at Havre de 
Grace last Saturday ranged as high as 25,000 
persons. It was called the largest assemblage 
in the record for the.track. Perfect weather and 
a good program combined to bring the attend- 
ance up to a new-record figure. Vice President 
Charles Curtis was among the distinguished 
guests. Havre opened Monday, April 13, with a 
successful charity meeting. The stars of earlier 
seasons are still in the ascendant. Balko took 
the Harford Handicap April 15, and on April 18 
another veteran, Sun Beau, won the Philadelphia. 
A number of good 2-year-olds have shown up, 
but none which has indicated championship 
caliber. 


SUN BEAU’S EASY VICTORY. 

Sun Beau started twice and won twice last week 
and moved into third place, behind Gallant Fox 
and Zev, among the leading American money-win- 
ning Thoroughbreds. He won a purse at Havre de 
Grace Wednesday, April 15, enough to put him 
ahead of Blue Larkspur’s $272,070, and on the 
following Saturday accepted as easy victory in 
the Philadelphia Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), in which he carried 
129 pounds. On both occasions he was ridden by 
Charles Kurtsinger, who displaced Frank Colti- 
letti, no doubt because Coltiletti’s ride was a 
hindrance, rather than a help, to Sun Beau in the 
Agua Caliente Handicap. In the Philadelphia 
Sun Beau was kept under restraint as S. W. La- 
brot’s Fortunate Youth (103) set the early pace; 
he took the lead after half a mile, drew out to a 
good lead, and won easily by. a length and a half 
from L. M. Severson’s Paul Bunyan (108), with 
Fortunate Youth third. The Four Oaks Stock 
Farm Stable’s Sister Zoe (95) got fourth money. 
Morsel (109) and Spinach (119) were the others.

BALKO THE SAME GOOD HORSE. 

Mrs. Charles Amory, owner of the Sagamore 
Stable, purchased well when she bought Balko 
for $25,000 from William Martin in the fall of 
1928. He won five good stakes for her in 1930. 
Now he has started the 1931 season by capturing 
the nineteenth running of the Harford Handicap 


($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs,

GOOD NEWS FROM “LITTLE JOE.” 


In the course of a letter from Joseph Mc- 
Lennan, the capable racing secretary who just 
now is serving at Havre de Grace, THE BLOOD- 
HORSE is informed that “the present meeting at 
Havre de Grace is much greater than last spring.” 
This is, as Mr. McLennan says, important news, 
“in view of the fact that we have had so many 
predict that the coming season would be a very 
lean one due to general depression in finances.” 

Mr. McLennan said further: “Today, Satur- 
day, we had the greatest and largest crowd that 
ever attended at Havre de Grace, there being 
over 18,000 programs sold and an equal amount 
of paid admissions, while the handle in the ma- 
chines ran to about $900,000 for the day.”

LEXINGTON’S GOOD BEGINNING. 


TRAINER who has raced his horses at Lex- 

ington for many years stood in the infield at 
the Kentucky Association track on the opening 
day of the spring meeting last Saturday and 
failed to remember when he had seen a larger 
crowd at the old track. Every seat was taken in 
the grandstand, the betting shed was jammed, 
the line around the paddock was three deep. 
The crowd numbered perhaps 5,500. Betting was 
good, well above the expectations of the man- 
agement. The track was fast, weather calm and 
clear, temperature mild. The program was good, 
though it had been found necessary to fill up two 
gaps in the card with 2-year-old races, making a 
total of four events for the baby runners. All in 
all, it was a surprisingly good opening, and a 
favorable augury for the Kentucky season. Of 
chief interest on the program was Tannery’s suc- 
cessful essay in the Ben Ali Handicap. At the 
end of the short six furlongs he was running like 
a horse that was willing to keep on going. Per- 
haps the best of the 2-year-olds which showed 
was Sophist, a colt by *Waygood—Paradox, by 
*Omar Khayyam, owned and trained by Charles 
Van Meter. A big, green first starter, he lost 
much ground and closed fast to catch Adrian 
right at the end. Hal Price Headley’s farm- 
trained Pirogue, a 2-year-old daughter of *St. 
Germans and Romance, by Luke McLuke, won 
the first race of the Kentucky season. Stakes 
during this week are the Ashland Oaks, Wednes- 
day, and the Camden Handicap, Saturday. 


TANNERY’S BEN ALI SUCCESS. 


E. F. Prichard’s Tannery 112), wearing four 
bandages, whipped a good field in the tenth run- 
ning of the Ben Ali Handicap ($3,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 170 feet less than six fur- 
longs) on the opening day of the Lexington meet- 
ing. Jockey K. Hoffman kept the colt in hand 
to the stretch, while Angry (115) set the pace, 
and then moved up for a handy win, by a length, 
from George Collins’ Thistle Ann (108). Brown- 
ell Combs’ Manta (108) was a length behind 
‘Thistle Ann and a length in front of the Green- 
tree Stable’s Justinian (106). Then came Angry 
and Cayuga (116), the favorite. The trailers 
were Dark Entry (106) and Black Comet (102).

Tannery, despite injuries and trouble with his 
knees, has won 12 of his 22 starts in three seasons, 
finished second once and third once. His earn- 
ings are $20,675. His only previous stakes win 
was in the Cincinnati Trophy at two. That year 
he was also second in the Jefferson Hotel Stakes. 
His dam was a winner and all her produce which 
have come-to the races have been winners. They 


are, successively, George Stack, Bess Jones, Tan- 
nery, Weideleen. *Belle Ronald raced but four 
times, at three, and was once second and once 
third. She is dam of the winners Dusky Belle, 
Belleclair and Business. She is sister to Dinner 
Bell, winner in> South Africa, and half-sister to 
the winner Marcellin and to Wedding Chime, dam 
of six winners. Bestbelle won the Hopeful and 
Kineton Stakes in England. The next dam, War- 
den Belle, by Mirliflor, produced five winners. 


STATE RACING COMMISSION MEETS. 


The Kentucky State Racing Commission, all 
present except Theodore H. Mueller, of Louis- 
ville, Chairman Polk Laffoon presiding, met at 
the Phoenix Hotel in Lexington Friday evening, 
April 17, to hear the report of the license com- 
mittee (Messrs. Charles F. Price, T. C. Bradley 
and C. Bruce Head), which was adopted. License 
was granted to 248 trainers, 68 jockeys and 28 
apprentice jockeys. 

Jockey license was denied Danny Connelly, as 
the committee report read, “because of his bad 
reputation generally.”’ Jockey license was denied 
Clarence McCrossen “because of many offenses 
of rough riding.” Trainer Clyde Van Dusen, who 
has McCrossen’s contract, appeared before the 
Commission with the boy and made an appeal 
for a limited license, which is to say license to 
ride only horses trained by Van Dusen, and with 
a declaration by McCrossen that he would not in 
future give offense. Chairman Laffoon stated 
that a hearing would be granted at a meeting 
soon to be held at Louisville, and told McCrossen 
to continue to keep himself fit by exercising 
horses. 


Verlyn Smith and Stanley Lipiec, each being 
under 16 years of age, were not granted license. 
Smith will be of proper age in July and Lipiec 
in June. No license was given Jockey William 
Dalzell because he is under indefinite suspension 
by the Havana stewards. Harry Gray did not 
receive jockey license because he “has not a good 
reputation,” said the report. 


The committee stated its opinion that Jake 
Heupel “‘should not be granted a trainer's license 
—at least not at this time,’”’ and the former rider 
did not get one. S. T. Baxter was denied trainer’s 
license because last year his license was suspend- 
ed when he became intoxicated at the Lexington 
meeting. E. Hayward and R. D. Osmer were 
among those denied license to train by The Jockey 
Club at a meeting in New York in March, and 
that action was duplicated here. 

Apprentice H. Fischer failed to get a license 
because he is only 15 years of age, and the appli- 
cation of Norman G. Kaiser was turned down 
because his contract is for two years whereas it 
should be for three years. 

Tom Devereux, applying for reinstatement and 
license to train, after having been ruled off five 
years ago in connection with what has come to 
be known as the Dick Williams case, was told by 
the Commission that he will be granted a hearing 
at a later date. Devereux was represented by 
Attorney John Shepherd, of Louisville. 

A number of authorized agents were also ap- 
pointed. The committee deferred action on the 
applications of several whom it wished to inter- 
view later, and the Commission authorized con- 
firmation of whatever action the committee 
might take as to granting or denying license. 

The rules were suspended that the following 
amendment, proposed by Commissioner Stephen 
Sewell Combs could become effective at the race

meeting of the Kentucky Association opening the 
following day, Saturday, April 18. 

If any horse or horses should be excused by the 
stewards after the horses shall have left the paddock 
for the post, the money bet on any horse or horses so 
excused shall be deducted from the pool and refunded 
to the purchaser or purchasers of tickets on the horse 
or horses so excused. Provided, after the start, there 
shall be no refund. 

If any horse or horses should be disqualified for 
bringing in underweight, the money bet on any horse 
or horses so disqualified shall be deducted from the 
pool and refunded to the purchaser or purchasers of 
tickets on the horse or horses so disqualified. 


It was stated that Miss M. Louise Wilson, 
assistant secretary of the Commission, will begin 
after the Lexington race meeting the prepara- 
tion of a new book of rules of racing in accord- 
ance with the Commission’s adoptions and in- 
structions. 

Members of the Commission were entertained 
at luncheon in the offices of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation at the race course the following day. 


WAGGONER HORSES TO LOUISVILLE. 


As this is written, a carload of the horses be- 
longing to the Three D’s Stable, property of W. 
T. Waggoner and his sons, Guy and Paul, is en 
route from Arlington, Texas, to Louisville in 
charge of Trainer Dick Vestal. They left there 
Monday of this week. The others will join the 
string from Louisville at Chicago after the 
Churchill Downs meeting. THE BLOOD-HORSE is 
in receipt of a letter from Mr. Waggoner in the 
course of which he says concerning the horses he 
sent to Louisville: “I think they are a very good 
set of youngsters, and should run along with the 
best of them. They do that here, but I do not 
know what they will do when they get up among 
race horses. They break our watches here in 
the morning, and I suppose when they get to 
Kentucky they’ll break our pocketbooks. That’s 
the way of the race horse game, which, of course, 
we must play for better or for worse. 

“I am not shipping *Quatre Bras to Kentucky. 
We want him to have all the time possible in 
which to acclimate. I have him in some very 
rich races at Chicago, but I do not now know 
whether he will run there. It is all depending 
on how he trains. I never saw a colt do better 
than he is doing. He is still growing and spread- 
ing and looking fine. He is a beautiful colt and 
a beautiful performer. He stands about 16 
hands. His preparation is to be slow. We are 
taking all possible pains with him in the hope 
that he will make a fair showing in his racing 
on this side of the Atlantic, and that he will make 
as great a horse in the stud as is his brother, 
*Sir Gallahad III.” 


RED RUNNER CUT DOWN BADLY. 

T. P. Hayes’ Red Runner, a 2-year-old colt by 
*Politian—Catherine K., by Hanbridge, jumped 
on and cut down in the third race at Lexington 
last Saturday, was injured so badly that it prob- 
ably will be necessary to destroy him. Three- 
sixteenths of a mile from home he suffered the 
mishap which left him with a tendon cut through, 
but he struggled on and finished fifth in the 
field. It was his first start. 


TELLICO’S WORK BEATS RECORD. 

When C. C. Van Meter purchased a yearling 
colt by Chilhowee—*May Lily, by *Negofol, for 
$2,300 at the Fasig-Tipton fall sales at Lexing- 
ton, he evidently got a bargain. The colt, named 
Tellico, has been attracting attention all spring 
by his workouts. Last Sunday he turned in a 


remarkable trial at the Kentucky Association 
course. He went half a mile in :23, :34 3-5, :47, 
and pulled up five furlongs in 1:00 3-5. The track 
record for half a mile is :47 1-5. Tellico’s name 
is taken from the river on which the Indian set- 
tlement of Chilhowee (Tennessee) was estab- 
lished. His sire, Chilhowee, took his name from 
the modern town of that name. 


WALSH’S BAD LUCK RECURS. 


Just before the Agua Caliente Derby of 1930, 
Raoul Walsh, motion picture director, purchased 
for $15,000 the good filly Greyola. She won the 
Derby worth $29,200, and died shortly afterward. 
Recently Mr. Walsh purchased another good filly, 
the 2-year-old Bissilla, by *Bistouri—Drusilla, by 
Celt. Before and after Mr. Walsh bought her, 
Bissilla won four of her Agua Caliente starts, 
ran second in the Agua Caliente Futurity, and 
dead-heated with Sharp Thoughts. After the 
Lower California meeting the filly was shipped 
to Churchill Downs. On the way she became ill 
and at Louisville she developed double pneumonia 
which resulted in her death late last week. The 
insurance was $7,500. 


BACK AT IDLE HOUR FARM.

Bohne, and Manager Barry Shannon, Mrs. Shan- 
non and their infant daughter, returned last week 
from Palm Beach, Florida, to Idle Hour Farm.

Jenkins, who took Santorio, Yumuri, Chutney, 
Charmeen and Panakuda, the last named three 
being 2-year-olds. Mr. Jenkins took his pur- 
chases to Beulah Park at Columbus.

Horses will be 
in demand.”

Marian and other good ones. Among his em- 
ployers were Daniel Hornig, Chris Smith and 
Irving H. Wheatcroft. He is credited with having 
developed Charles Thorpe into a great rider and 
with having given Fred Taral his first instruc- 
tions as a jockey. Lon and Al Clayton, the Negro 
riders, were other successful proteges of his. He 
is survived by Mrs. Marion and Mrs. Alice 
Williams, a sister. 


DATES FOR MINOR MEETINGS. 

First dates for the series of minor meetings 
which will be held in Illinois this season were an- 
nounced last week by the Mid-West Jockey Club. 
The Danville meeting will be held June 3 to 13. 
Peoria will run from June 20 to July 11. Charters 
have been granted by the state. Racing Secre- 
tary Ed Knebelkamp is to have the program 
books ready about May. 


BETTER SUPERVISION. 

From Springfield, Illinois, comes the report 
that the Commissioner of Agriculture,* under 
whose department racing is, will see to it that 
there is better supervision of the revenues com- 
ing in at the Illinois race courses. Some folks 
at the state capital appear to have a notion that 
the state didn’t get all to which it was entitled 
from the Aurora plant. There is new manage- 
ment there, however, and the present officials 
seem to know nothing about the reported dis- 
crepancy, if there was such. 


THE CLASSIC’S VALUE. 

Mathematicians in the Arlington Park Jockey 
Club office have figured that the Classic this 
year will, with 10 starters, be worth $76,200 to 
the winner, and with 15 starters it will be worth 
$81,200. O’Neil Sevier, publicity man for the big 
track, says: “This Classic, the third, will be far 
and away the biggest 3-year-old’s special in 
respect to value of world racing this season.” In 
other words, no other race for 3-year-olds the 
world over will net more to the winner. The 


purse distribution, it is announced, will be be- 
ttween $650,000 and $700,000. The values of 
other stakes will run high. 


GLENVIEW. 


Ever since he passed out of the picture at 
Washington Park, which be built after having 
brought about the revival of racing at Hawthorne, 
‘Thomas E. Bourke has been building, or talking 
of building, a new track at Glenview. It now is 
reported that he has been to Montreal and in- 
terested some new Canadian capital aside from 
what Joe Cattarinich is said to have advanced. 
Cattarinich was with Bourke in the Washington 
Park venture. 


JOBS FOR HOME BOYS. 


Taking advice from the Aurora Chamber of 
Commerce, work in the mutuel department at 
Exposition Park is to be given to residents of 
Aurora, unless it be that none can qualify for 
the places requiring men skilled in calculations 
and other highly technical work. It is said ap- 
proximately 1,000 applications came from Chi- 
cago men for work. 


CALIFORNIA 


ANFORAN’S selling platers, mostly $1,500 and 

under, are making good sport for San Fran- 
cisco’s racing fans. The meeting, conducted with 
the option plan of wagering, is attracting excel- 
lent support. Last Saturday was a gala day, 
with James Rolph, Jr., the Governor of Cali- 
fornia, as the honor guest. The chief race of 
the day, renamed in his honor, was won by the 
veteran Alexander Pantages, whose recent races 
had been so far off his best form that he paid 
a long price. The meeting closes next Saturday 
‘with the Au Revoir Handicap, $5,000 added, as 
tthe last stakes race. 


ALEXANDER PANTAGES AGAIN. 


Alexander Pantages, owned by Rodney and 
Lloyd Pantages, sons of his namesake and former 
owner, took the Governor.James Rolph, Jr., Han- 
dicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six 
furlongs) at Tanforan Saturday, April 18, when 
Governor Rolph was a guest of the management.

ONTARIO TAX RELIEF. 


HOSE tracks in Ontario that have lost money 

over a period of five years are to have the 
benefit of a provincial government tax reduction, 
it is announced from Toronto. The reduction is 
jto be in the daily license tax, and it is to be on a 
sliding scale. The matter is in the hands of J. 
iT. White, controller of revenue for the province 
of Ontario. He has based the reductions on the 
Clarkson report, which covered the revenues re- 
ceived by each track in the province during the 
past five years. There are two plants—Fort Erie 
and Dufferin Park—that will not be favored with 
tax reduction, because both have shown profit 
on operation over the period taken into consider- 
ation. Each of the other tracks has been noti- 
fied as to how much reduction will be granted, 
and the spring schedule of racing is to be carried 
out. No definite conclusions have yet been 
reached by the various racing associations as re- 
gards racing in the autumn, it is said. 


WOODBINE STAKES CLOSING. 


Nominations close Friday, May 8, for five 
stakes to be run during the meeting which be- 
gins May 23 at Woodbine Park, Toronto. Most 
important of the races is the Toronto Cup (Han- 
dicap), $7,400 added, 3-year-olds and up, one 
and one-eighth miles. The added money for each 
of the other stakes is $3,000. They are the 
King Edward Gold Cup, 3-year-olds and up, one 
and one-sixteenth miles; William Hendrie Memo- 
rial (Handicap), 3-year-olds and up, foaled in 
Canada, one and one-sixteenth miles; Woodstock 
Plate, 3-year-olds, one and one-sixteenth miles, 
and the Victoria Stakes, 2-year-olds, five fur- 
longs. Two steeplechase stakes to be run dur- 
ing the meeting closed in March. The purse min- 
imum is $1,200. 


FOREIGN 


KING ALFONSO’S HORSES. 

UCIEN LYNE, of Lexington, son of Sanford 

C. Lyne, master of Larchmont Stud, long has 
been jockey to King Alfonso of Spain, whose rac- 
ing name was and perhaps will continue to be 
Duke of Toledo. More than that, the pleasant 
Kentuckian has enjoyed a close friendship and 
the fullest confidence of his royal employer. Ac- 
cordingly, when it became apparent last year 
that Spanish unrest might result in change in 
administration of the nation’s government, Lu- 
cien Lyne took some 40 Thoroughbred horses 
from the Duke of Toledo’s stables to Belgium, 
where they now are and since have been in train- 
ing. Details for breeding and racing of the 
former ruler, who last week surrendered his 
throne and joined his family in France, have not 
been announced on this side of the water as yet, 
but there is hope in both France and England 
that he may decide to do considerable racing in 
those countries. King Alfonso is a keen sports- 
man and is greatly admired by Turfmen. 


NEVER IN AMERICA. 

Irish Guard got to the wire a head in front of 
Happy Tag after a bumping finish for Ashton 
Two-Year-Old Plate at Phoenix Park, Irish Free 
State. A win dividend of 15 shillings was paid 
backers of Irish Guard. Five minutes later Irish 
Guard was disqualified and a win dividend of 10 
shillings 6 pence was paid backers of Happy 


Tag. The clerk of the course had not notified 
the clerk of the scales that foul had been claimed, 
and the clerk of the course had certified to the 
pari-mutuel department the first three horses as 
‘they had finished. Now there is a row about who 
should stand ‘the loss because of the double pay. 
The matter rests with the stewards of the Turf 
Club for decision. In America bets are never 
paid until the result is made official and so an- 
nounced to the pari-mutuel department. 


R. 8S. CLARK’S SUCCESS. 


Carrying the colors of Robert Sterling Clark, 
jof New York, who has breeding establishments 
in Kentucky and in France, and for whom “Jack” 
Baker trains on this side of the water, Suze won 
the Easter Plate at Kempton Park, England, 
April 6. It is a seven furlongs race for 3-year- 
olds. Suze, bred in France, is a grey filly by 
Filibert de Savoie, out of Sagina, trained by 
Major Molony at Jevington, Sussex. She paid 
25 to 2. In this connnection THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is able to report that Mr. Clark, accompanied by 
Capt. Jock Crawford of the British Bloodstock 
Agency, is coming from England to Lexington 
to attend the sales during Kentucky Derby week, 
and to see the Derby at Churchill Downs. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


While training for the Grand National Steeple- 
chase, Balius died at Bangor-on-Dee. 

A syndicate of wealthy sportsmen in Argentina 
is planning to send Historian, a crack 3-year-old, 
to England to race. 

The Evening News (London) thinks that since 
Mike Hall defeated Sun Beau at Agua Caliente 
“it is unlikely that he will be sent over as intend- 
ed,” and adds that Mike Hall’s racing in England 
in 1929 indicated him to be “just a fair class 
handicap horse who could not win a good race in 
England with more than 8st.” (Which is to say 
112 pounds.) Put, whether in England or Mexi- 
co, Mike has that $100,000 event to his credit, 
and we hardly deem it necessary to say anything 
about *Challenger II, lately from England. 

John Hay Whitney’s Slater won the Violet open 
Maiden Hurdle at Sandown April 8. 

The soil at The Curragh, “Ireland’s Newmar- 
ket,” is described thus by Clem in The Morning 
Telegraph (New York): “Like a sponge, never 
hard in dry weather, never muddy on wet days.” 

The Prix Juigne, for 3-year-olds, one mile and 
a quarter, run at Longchamps, France, Sunday, 
April 12, was won by George Wildenstein’s Val- 
reas II, at 19 to 1. 


MAGNIFICO BEGINS WITH VICTORY. 

C. V. Whitney’s Magnifico, whose reputation 
was large in comparison with his performances 
last season, went to the post for the first time of 
the year in a three-quarters race at Havre de 
Grace April 16, and was made odds-on favorite 
over a field of 10 other 3-year-olds. He galloped 
home to an easy two-lengths victory, with Soll 
Gills, My Broom and the expensive War next in 
order. 


DEATH OF JAMES W. BEAN. 


James W. Bean, who bred, owned and trained 
Thoroughbreds for a good many years, though 
never on a pretentious scale, died at his home in 
Washington, D. C., Sunday, April 12. A small 
stud near Washington produced most of the 
horses which he raced. He passed away after 
a long illness.

ROM F. F. Bryan, of Georgetown, Ky., comes 

the information that, through John F. Schorr, 
trainer, it has been arranged with Edward Beale 
McLean that Jock is to enter the stud, and he 
now is at James L. Carrick’s farm, at George- 
town. Jock is a bay horse, foaled 1924, by Colin 
(Commando—*Pastorella, by Springfield), out of 
Kathleen, a fast mare bred by the late George 
J. Long at Bashford Manor, Louisville, and sold 
at Saratoga in 1917, when a 4-year-old, to Mrs. 
McLean, who raced her the next season in her 
Folly Farm Stable, after which she was retired 
to Belmont Plantations in Virginia, the McLean 
establishment. Kathleen is by *Sempronius, dam 
Boema, by *Alvescot, she out of Espanola (sister 
to Espanita, dam of Manuel, winner of the Ken- 
tucky Derby), by Alarm. It is the No. 4 family. 

Jock raced five seasons, made 67 starts, won 17, 
second 17, third eight, and earned $95,255. Among 
his victories were the Potomac Handicap (new 
track record of 1:44 3-5 for the 1 1-16 miles at 
Havre de Grace), Prince Georges Handicap (new 
track record of 1:44 3-5 for the 1 1-16 miles at 
Bowie), Clark Handicap (1:45, 1 1-16 miles at 
Churchill Downs), Thanksgiving Handicap (new 
track record of 1:52 3-5 for the 1 1-8 miles at 
Bowie) and Inaugural Handicap (1:44, 1 1-16 
miles at Latonia). The weights he carried on 
these occasions were 112, 123, 112, 122 and 126 
pounds, respectively. 

Colin won the Futurity, National Stallion, 
Eclipse, Great Trial, Brighton Junior, Saratoga 
Special, Grand Union Hotel, Flatbush, Produce, 
Matron, Withers, Belmont and Tidal Stakes. Jock 
is the best of his sons. Kathleen won the Ken- 
tucky Oaks and the Falls City, Quickstep and 
Laurel Handicaps. It will be interesting to fol- 
low Jock’s career in the stud.« We understand 
no fee is to be charged for mares visiting him 
this season. 


THE HARTLAND DISPERSAL. 

C. J. Fitz Gerald, director of the dispersal sale 
of Senator Johnson N. Camden's Hartland Stud, 
which is to be at Spring Hill Farm, near Ver- 
Sailles, Ky., Tuesday, May 12, came to Lexington 
last Thursday and remained over the week-end 
to arrange preliminaries for the auction. He ar- 
rived about the time the catalogue came from the 
press. The catalogue was put in the mails Sat- 
urday and Monday of this week to those who 
had made application for copies. It was compiled 
in the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE and issued from 
the establishment of the W. S. Welsh Printing 
Company, Lexington.
